The authorization of non-jury 
felony trials in the Glades is a 
valuable step towards a “total 
court system.”

Once th se objectives have 
been reached, serious considera- 
tion should be given to having jury 
trials in the Glades Annex of the 
County Court. 

There are arguments for both 
sides of this proposal, but as 
County Judge Don Adams said, 
“our experience seems to indicate 
jury trials would be worthwhile.”

Glades court clerk Mrs. Barb- 
ara Milligan, is compiling data on 
the number of trials which are 
transfered to the Coast for juries, 
If this turns out to be a substantial 
number, the argument for jury 
trials in the Glades is even 
stronger, 


If jury trials are held.in the 
Glades, some of the burden would 
be taken from the County Court in 
West Palm Beach. Additional 
staff may be needed once a total 
court system is implemented in 
the Glades, but this would be more 
economical in the long run. 

Court officials have shown 
foresight and wisdom in recent 
actions to provide more court 
services in the Glades. Once the 
Glades court has absorbed its new 
responsibilities, it will be time to 
take the next step of jury trials.

To get an; ambulance for a 
Belle Glade emergency, the 
call must go through three 
steps - the operator in West 
Palm Beach to Civil Defense 
and then to Bair's Communica- 
tion in, Belle Glade which takes 
calls for the Terry Moss 
Ambulance Service. 

"Civil defense operators in 
West Palm Beach don't know 
the Glades area, and they don't 
know whether they have the 
full address or not,” said Jess 
Womack of the Belle Glade 
Fire Department Rescue 
Squad. 

“A time delay is measured in 
seconds in emergencies. With 
a heart attack you have a 
maximum of three minutes to 
restore ujrculation before brain 
damage occurs,” said the 
medical technician (EMT). 

Terry Moss, owner of Terry 
Moss Ambulance Service 
which serves the Belle 
GladeSouth Bay Community, 
agreed with Womack that 
there are problems getting 
correct addresses from Civil 
Defense dispatchers because 
they are unfamiliar with the 
area. 

“I don't roll anymore unless 
I check these calls myself. 
There have been too many 
mix-ups and bogus calls," said 
moss. 

The ambulance service own: 
er suggested local residents 
call their police department if 


aes | 


they need an ambulance rather 
than asking the operator for an 
ambulance. 

A spokesman for Bair's 
Communication said some local 
residents call Bair's directly. 

One problem during emer 
gencies is that people don't 
take the time to look up a 
number. They just pick up the 
phone and ask for the operator 
according to Womack. 

Many local officials believe 
the communications problems 
will be solved by the 91 
emergency communication sy- 
stem which will be in operation 
throughout Florida by 1978. 
Under the 911 program, all 
emergency calls - ambulance, 
fire and police - will gc through 
a single phone number (911). 

West Palm Beach Police 
Chief in charge of Technical 
Services, William Bennett, said 
the county's 911 Committee is 
considering four alternative 
plans, but that all include a 
separate dispatch center in the 
Glades. 

Bennett, who is chairman of 
the county's 911 committee, 
said a recommendation will be 
presented to the Palm Beach 
County Commission this mon 
th.

White said operators 
in West Palm Beach take 
emergency calls and “patch 
them їп” to Civil Defense on 
the coast. White said the only 
solution to the address mix-ups 
is for CD dispatchers “to get 
better information.” ffe said 
the fault often lies with the 
caller not the dispatcher 

With the 911 system, the 
caller will dial the emergency 
center directly instead of the 
operator. Until then "there is 
no way to by-pass civil 
defense" according to White. 
“This is a county-wide 
program," he said 

White said cities on the 
Coast such as Lantana, and 
Boca Raton are in the same 
situation. 

While admitting that mix 
ups may occur, county Civil 
Defense director Col. Robert 
Owens said his dispatchers 
make ever effort to get good 
directions.

At present, there.is no 
indication of a reversal of these 
alarming trends. A realistic 
adjustment in death taxes is 
one thing that can be done 
to help reverse the trend. 
Government should make it 
easier to keep farm youngsters 
down on the farm" by wise tax 
policies which ease the 
transition of the property from 
father to son. Many more 
young people want to stay on 
the farm now than at any time 
in the recent past, as 
evidenced by booming enroll 
ments in our agricultural 
colleges. Only about 25 рег 
cent of ag college graduates, 
however,-become active farm- 
ers. Part of the reason is the 
high cost of beginning farming, 
but the estate tax is a major 
contributor to the problem.

Sugar 

Improved U.S. sugar deliveries, and 
covering of previous sales by operators, 
contributed to a steady market this week. 
Tending to moderate price gains was the 
prospect that reduced Japanese demand might 
permit greater Cuban sugar availability to 
satisfy any additional Russian sugar needs. The 
seasonally slow 1st quarter sugar consumption 
period is at hand, but we believe it may be offset 
by the tendency for sugar futures prices to 
advance seasonally into the first quarter. 


Orange Juice 

The market has been sensitive to recurrent 
predictions of lower temperatures in Florida 
with the advent of the winter season, a factor 
which could be a price supporting factor from 
time to time. On the other hand, if the crop 
comes through the winter without a 
*' blockbuster" freeze, it would appear 
probable that the current end-product price 
basis of $2.20 per dozen 6-ounce cans will have to 
be pared substantially in order to move 
potentially plentiful ‘supplies. Such a 
development would exert downward pressure on 
delivered-in fresh fruit prices, and, hence on 
futures, when the danger of weather damage 
abates. We expect F. С. О. J. prices toremain 
basically on the defensive. 


Corn 

Colder weather in the Midwest, and the 
settlement of the USSR ocean transportation 
arrangement, have brought some steadiness to 
corn prices, following the low point reached 
December 15th. The USDA pig crop report 
released December 22nd is an important 
demand factor for corn since hogs normally 
consume around 35 to 40 percent of the total 
quantity of corn fed domestically. The 10 
percent fewer hogs on farms December Ist will 
mean reduced hog feeding this winter and 
spring. By mid-1976, hog feeding should

increase above the same period of 1975, based 
on the prospective 7 percent increase in the 
December-May pig crop. Reduced hog feeding 
required by expanded broiler and turkey 
production and the increased number of cattle 
on feed. Thus, only a moderate increase in corn 
feeding over 1974-75 is expected for the first half 
of the marketing year (October 1975-March 
1976) followed by a more substantial increase in 
April-September 1976. 

The USDA * ' World Agricultural Situation” 
for December 1975 reported that much of the 
recent drop in the estimate of 1975 USSR grain 
production is in coarse grain. The 1975 USSR 
coarse grain crop is now estimated at only 62 
million metric tons, down sharply from 97 
million last year. World feed grain production 
for 1975-76 is now estimated at 580 
million tons, 9 million tons above last year but 
28 million below the trend line production 
(based on a linear trend from 1960-61 to 1974-75). 
Excluding the ‘USSR, world feed grain 
production (at 518 million tons) is 44 million tons 
above 1974-75 and within 2 million tons of the 
trend. 

The foregoing date illustrate the importance 
of Russian feed grain to total world production 
and, more importantly, the significance of 
reported cutbacks in Russian live stock and 
poultry production to Potential further 
purchases of feed grain by the USSR. 

Meanwhile, we anticipate a continued broad 
trading market in corn futures, despite the 
initial negative interpretation given the 
December USDA pit crop report. 


Cattle 

Commercial slaughter this quarter 15 
estimated to have reached a record 11 million 
head, up about 8 percent from last year. 
However, fed cattle slaughter accounted for less

Christmas cactus and the 
Easter. cactus. The Christmas 
cacuts, Zygocactus truncatus, 
usually flowers from Tha 
giving to Christma: 
have pointed lobes 
cactus, Schlumberbera bridg- 
essii, has wider leaves which 
are rounded, Jt usually flowers 
from Christmas to Easter. 

They share cultural require- 
ments. Both need partial shade 
during midsummer but full 
sunlight during late summer 
and autumn. Water moderately 
during midsummer and ferti- 
lize lightly each month with a 
soluble fertilizer. In late 
August, allow the plant to dry 
out as you expose the plant to 
full sunlight. After a week or 
so, begin to fertilize lightly 
again with a soluble fertilizer; 
and water only as needed. 
Flowers should develop by the 
appropriate season. 

To set flower buds, one of 
the following conditions must « 
be met: (1) At 50 to 55 degrees 
F. night temperature, flower 
buds will form regardless of 
day-length, (2) At 60 to 65 
degrees F. night temperature, 
supply 13 days of uninterrup 
ted hours of darkness (such as 
ип unused room). (3) Flower 
buds seldom form at night 
temperatures above 70 degrees 
F.

After flowering, the plant 
will produce new growth. Next 
year's flowers will be on this 
new growth. To produce 
healthy flower bearing tissue, 
more fertilizer and water 
should be applied at this time. 

Rarely do insects and 
diseases bother these plants. 
Causes of flower bud drop are: 
(1) Too much water or too little 
water.2) Over-fertilization. (3) 
changing the environment 
radically, such as from 
outdoors to an air-conditioned 
room. -

Indian Queen Tavern & the London Coffee 
House is a copy of George I II's belligerent 
address to Parliament, thréatening all 
American rebels with brutal reprisal. 

That is not the Event I speak of, but ібћаѕ 
doubled the force of it. The stupefying Eventis 
publication here today of an anonymous 48-page 
pamphlet putting into print the first time the 
most radical thought, even for these radical 
times. I t attacks the right of hereditary kings to 
rule. It demands independency from King & 
Mother Country for the American colonies. I t 
could change the whole war from rebelion to 
revolution. 

The phamphlet actually uses the words, 
*' free & independent" & '' separate from 
England" — in print. 

I don't say the idea of independency is not 
hushed about from place to place, or even 
uttered aloud when two or.three privately inhale 
strong waters. Sam Adams has said the 
unthinkable word privately; his cousin John has 
no doubt thought it. But in Publick the main 
men of Congress avoid putting it to voice. 

When the subject of independency once was 
only implied in the presence of General 
Washington, he stared a roomful of us down to 
the blood. A toast to His Majesty is always given 
at the General's mess. No one — not one colonist 
— has ever made such a direct, angry, 
impassioned assault on the authority of the King 
or the allegiance owed to him. But this 
pamphlet prints it. 

It is titled starkly, Common Sense. 
Work is interrupted here on every except on 


the premises of printer-auctioneer R. Bell in 
Third Street, who is startled by the immediate 
taking up of all his copies at two shillings. Bell 
must be -either very greedy or very brave. 
Urging full independence from the Crown could 
easily see his stoned in this Towne, where many 
revere the King’s name & hope for 
reconciliation instead of revolution. 

The only exception to the work interruption 
here is the tavern help, who are pressed hard as 
each new thirsty reader bursts in as if he were 
the first to bring news of the remarkable 
pamphlet, only to find he’s the last. 

The newcomer quickly joins the guessing 
about authorship. Leading suspects are John 
Adams, Ben Franklin, Dr. Benjamin Rush and 
Thos. Jefferson. The first two would have the 
driving logic, but not the piercing phrase that 
makes these thoughts seem our owm. Rush, the 
political doctor, goes around looking wise & 
clucking conundroms coyly courting suspicion. 
Jefferson? A reasonable choice. 

Most of the tavern regulars guess Thomas 
Paine, the hawk-nosed English immigrant & 
ex-corset-maker, whose pen expecially flames 
in brandy. He is not seen anywhere in Towne. 
When I inquire where to look to confront him 
with the authorship, I encounter blinkless agate 
eyes. Turk might know where to look. But if the 
man is in truth the author, he needs hiding & 
deserves it. 

Not able to get a copy of my own (but more 
are printing), I was able to read parts of four 
copies, almost the whole, I think. The opening 
slips quietly enough in the mind's door,

"Perhaps the sentiments contained in the 
following. . . are not sufficiently fashionable to 
procure them general favor." Ha! Perhaps? 

The author then quickly courts the gallows, 
“Government even in its best state is but a 
necessary evil. . . '' He soon leaves himself no 
escape when he begins to explain the duties of 
kingship, little more to do than make war & 
give away places.” 

Perhaps if he had left it at that — but he 
refers to George III as “the Royal Brute of 
England" & asks, “If God intended us to have 
kings would he so often give us an ass for a 
lion?” 

Some copies of Common Sense went out in a 
wagon to a Baltimore bookseller in plain 
packages, the wagoner being given 12 free 
copies to sell if he would deliver the rest. Many 
a wagon I predict will be harassed by Tories for- 
carrying this book. It says right in print, 
“Wherefore. . . since nothing but blows will do, 
for God's sake let us come to a final 
separation.” 

I am not even sure our own publisher will 
carry this report about the pamphlet which 
concludes, “Nothing can settle our affairs so 
expeditiously- as an /open & determined 
declaration of independence.” 

From this day, I think the war changes. 

If Americans once thought of independency 
in the middle of the night, they will now think of 
it in broad daylight. If they once thought of their 
King as a benevolent & divinely-appointed ruler, 
they will now think of him as only a vain, 
unworthy, misguided m'an.
